The ground-breaking for the new 


convent and the addition to the 
parochial school at St. Joseph's 
Catholic church, Bonneauville, will 
be held Sunday at 3 p. m. on the 
school grounds. Many local priests 
and friends will participate in the 
exercises. 
An elaborate 
program 


has been planned as follows: 


A procession of people will form 


at the engine house, pass the rec- 
tory and church, be joined by the 
priests and altar boys and then 
pause at the lawn on the east side 
of the church where the ground will 
be broken for the new convent. The 
procession then will advance to the 
south side of the school where the 
ground will be broken for the new 
addition. There the exercises prop- 
er will be held. 


Among the speakers will be the 


Very Rev. Patrick F. McGee, pastor 
of St. Mary's church, McSherrys- 
town; the Very Rev. John P. O'Don- 
nell. pastor of Sacred Heart church, 
Conewago, and dean of the county; 
the Rev. Harold E. Keller, superin- 
tendent of school of the diocese; 
the Rev. Joseph V. Smarsh from 
Our Lady of Mt. Carmel church, 
Mt. Carmel, as well as the pastor 
of St Joseph's, the Rev. Leo J. 
Krlchten. 
The speeches 
will be 


interspersed with hymns sung by 
members of St. Joseph's choir with 
Miss Elsie Frommeyer, organist 


The improvement at the school 


will include the erection of a 16- 
foot addition at the rear of the 
present 
structure 
with 
running 


water and lavatories in the base- 
ment, and fire towers at each end. 
The building, when completed, will 
be two stories high, eighty feet 
long, and capable of providing fa- 
cilities for approximately 175 chil- 
dren. The second floor will contain 
four modern classrooms with large 
and spacious windows and equipped 
with clothes closets. The partitions 
will be sound proof and well insu- 
lated. The first floor will be made 
into a modern auditorium 80 feet 
long containing a booth for the 
showing of motion pictures and a 
stage 16 feet deep for school shows. 


The school enrollment for the fall 


term is nearly all the children in 
the 
parish 
numbering 
approxi- 


mately 125 including those living 
at a distance of four miles. 


The convent to be erected at the 


east side ot the church will be a 
two-story 
modern brick building 


with basement and attic 
The first 


floor will contain a reception or 
music room, dining room, kitchen 
and laundry on the east side. On 
the west side and parallel to the 
church will be the chapel contain- 
ing a liturgical altar with vestry in 
the rear. The second floor will con- 
tain five bedrooms or cells, one a 
guest room, also a community room, 
lavatory, etc. 
Four Sisters of St. 


Joseph from Chestnut Hill, Phila- 
delphia, all college graduates, will 
occupy the new convent and serve 
as teachers for the new school. 


The base bid for the two projects 


is $20,500.

Nearly 500 Adams countians are 


among the more than 2,000.000 per- 
sons who have received 
first-aid 


certificates from the American Red 
Cross. 
Recently the two millionth 


certificate was issued to a, Washing- 
ton, D. C., nurse. 


"Red Gross first-aid certificates 


are now being issued at the rate 
of 350,000 per year and we estimate 
that the third millionth -will be 
awarded early in 1942," said Harold 
F. Enlows, national director "of first- 
aid for the Red Cross. 


County chapter officials said to- 


day that plans are going forward 
for more first-aid classes in Adams 
county during the fall and winter 
months. 


Among the duties assigned to the 


certificate holders in this county 
are volunteer service at highway 
first aid stations at Seven Stars and 
York Springs. A new first-aid sta- 
tion is to be placed at Cross Keys 
on the Lincoln highway under the 
sponsorship of the 
New Oxford 


group of the county chapter of the 
Red Cross. The new station is a 
part of the county chapter's 1939 
program.

Mrs Bright reported that because 


of the Pennsylvania building's his- 
torical displays, the exhibit was a 
special magnet for children 
The 


adult visitors represent every walk 
of life, Mrs Bright repoited. "There 
have been farmers, professors, state 
governors, foreign potentates, great 
merchants and small trade folk to 
see us." the assistant director said 


She then added that most of their 


inquiries concerned Pennsylvania's 
transportation facilities and its re- 
creational spots. A total of 300.000 
pieces of literature have been dis- 
tributed to the visitors, Mrs. Bright 
stated. These handouts represent- 
ed 49 different treatises on the state 
Some of them dealt specifically with 
Pennsylvania's history; others with 
its recreational life, large towns, wild 
life and tourist lures 
A vast quan- 


tity of different maps also have been 
distributed, with the result that 
Pennsylvania's present tourist sea- 
son promises to be far greater than 
any in recent years.

war relics by Charles T. Ziegler.

father, W T Ziegler, veteian of the

Ziegler gave before the local G A R 
post, January 8, 1879,

copy sent to Mr. La Baume who 
replied, in part, as follows: 
"Dear Comrade: 


"My own experiences-were similar 


to yours, especially in regard to 
that imaginary friend which only 
comforted us through the agony of 
dreams and illusions -I was in the 
stockade from July 10, '64 but in 
October they carried me in an old j 
blanket 
outside to the hospital 


(so-called, but in face nothing but 
a torture pen). I was so badly 
crippled by a wound in my leg and 
by scurvy that I could not walk nor 
stand up, but had to crawl on m:, 
hands and knees; nothing but rags 
to cover my nakedness; full of 
vermin and dirt, without the means 
to clean myself, almost starved, 
half idiotic, my teeth falling out 
and those that were left hanging 
only by the nerves and giving me 
tormenting pain; unable to eat the 
rough and half law chunk ol corn 
bread and'salt pork (about one-half 
ounce e\ery other day) I

gone up, and m fact I wished and 
prayed for an early relief bv death 


Sought More Food 


"Fortunately Dr John C Bates, 


C. S A. took an interest in and 
compassioned by pitiable condition 
He furnished me secretly with some 
sweet potatoes and these cured mv 
scurvy like a charm within a fe<\ 
days.

parochial school at St. Joseph's 
Catholic church, Bonneauville, wiD 
be held Sunday at 3 p. m. on the 
school grounds. 
Many local priests 


and friends will participate in the 
exercises. 
An elaborate 
program 


has been planned as follows: 


A procession of people will form 


at the engine house, pass the rec- 
tory and church, be joined by the 
priests and altar boys and then 
pause at the lawn on the east side 
of the church where the ground will 
be broken for the new convent. The 
procession then will advance to the 
south side of the school where the 
ground will be broken for the new 
addition. There the exercises prop- 
er will be held. 


Among the speakers will be the 


Very Rev. Patrick F. McGee, pastor 
of St. Mary's church, McSherrys- 
town; the Very Rev. John F. O'Don- 
nell, pastor of Sacred Heart church, 
Conewago. and dean of the county;

tendent of school of the diocese; 
the Rev. Joseph V. Smarsh from 
Our Lady of Mt. Carmel church, 
Mt. Carmel. as well as the pastor 
of St. Joseph's, the Rev. Leo J.

3 500,000 persons 


have visited the Pennsylvania ex- 
hibit at the New York World's fair 
and have viewed the Gettysburg dis- 
play there since the exposition open- 
ed April 30. 


Mrs. 
Josephine Foster Bright, as- 


sistant director of the exhibit, who 
made the estimate today, said that 
during an eight-hour day one of the 
six doors was clocked recently and 
registered 150 visitors entering every 
minute. 
Even with such a record, 


tliis door was least used of any, Mrs. 
Bright said 


With visitors averaging- some 40.- 


000 per day, the Pennsylvania ex- 
hibit, according to fair officials, has 
chalked up one of the largest visit- 
ing records per cubic foot of space 
at the exposition. The Gettysburg 
display includes lelics from the Civil 
war period 


Mrs Bright reported that because 


of the Pennsylvania building's his- 
torical displays, the exhibit was a 
special magnet for children. 
The 


adult visitoia represent eveiy walk 
of life. Mrs Bright reported. "There 
have been farmers, professors, state 
governors, foreign potentates, great 
merchants and small trade folk to 
see us," the assistant director said 


She then added that most of their 


inquiries concerned Pennsylvania's 
transportation facilities and its re- 
creational spots. A total of 300,000 
pieces of literature have been dis- 
tributed to the visitors. Mrs. Bright 
stated 
These handouts represent- 


ed 49 different treatises on the state. 
Some of them dealt specifically with 
Pennsylvama'b history; others with 
its recreational life, large towns, wild

A vast quan- 


tity of different maps also have been 
distributed, with the result that 
Pennsylvania's present tourist sea- 
son promises to be far greater than 
any in recent years.

So it 
is not clear if St. Swithin him- 
self started the legend, if his press 
agent did, or if it began after his 
time.
